Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  Errol  School  Board: 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  of  the  Errol  school. 

School  opened  on  September  4th  with  two  new  staff  members. 
Mrs.  Isabelle  Linnell  was  engaged  to  take  over  grades  IV-VI 
and  Mr.  Robert  Owens,  a  graduate  of  Connecticut  State  College, 
was  hired  as  headmaster  to  instruct  in  grades  VII-IX.  Mrs.  Es- 
ther Bean  returned  to  continue  her  work  in  grades  I-III.  The 
enrollments  in  the  grades  are  as  follows:  first,  3;  second,  7; 
third,  4;  fourth,  8;  fifth,  5;  sixth,  4;  seventh,  4;  eighth,  7;  and 
ninth,  3. 

Wayne  Garrow,  Shirley  Garrow  and  Ann  McLeod  were  the 
three  pupils  who  had  a  perfect  attendance  record  for  the  past 
year. 

The  health  activities  which  were  conducted  by  Miss  Nellie 
Stone,  R.  N.,  indicated  the  following:  42  pupils  with  defective 
teeth,  7  with  diseased  tonsils,  1  with  enlarged  adenoids,  10  with 
defective  vision  and  4  underweight.  Corrections  showed  17  pu- 
pils who  had  their  teeth  treated,  1  tonsils  removed  and  1  cor- 
rected vision. 

Diseases  listed:     2  cases  of  chicken  pox  and  1  of  scarlet  fever. 

New  books  were  purchased  for  the  reading  classes  in  the  pri- 
mary and  intermediate  grades  which  should  stimulate  their  in- 
terest in  reading.  No  new  readers  have  been  purchased  for  ten 
years. 

The  general  condition  of  the  building  is  excellent  with  two  re- 
pairs to  be  recommended.  The  chimney  seems  to  be  weak  and 
a  new  flag  pole  or  staff  v/ill  have  to  be  put  up.  The  latter  has 
been  ordered  and  should  be  in  place  before  long. 

The  enrollment  in  grades  7  and  8  indicate  that  it  would  be 
a  considerable  expense  to  continue  with  the  former  program  of 
ten  grades.  This  is  made  even  more  difficult  with  the  shortage 
of  home  economics  teachers  which  will  reach  its  peak  this  year 
and  continue  to  be  a  problem  in  small  schools  for  years  to  come. 
It  seems  that  if  we  can  continue  to  have  a  three  teacher  faculty 
with  nine  grades  that  we  will  be  doing  well,  but  that  we  should 
return  to  our  ten  grade  system  as  soon  as  is  practical.  My  su- 
pervisory visits  have  revealed  that  the  school  is  running  well  and 
that  the  pupils  are  making  excellent  progress.  Discipline  is 
good  and  the  morale  of  pupils  is  at  a  high  level.

AGRICULTURE:  Sponsoring  competition  among  50  regional 
4-H  clubs  to  aid  future  agriculture  by  offering  prizes  to  clubs  and 
individual  members  for  outstanding  accomplishments;  publishing 
expert  advice  from  the  Colebrook  Agricultural  Experiment  Sta- 
tion on  produce  raising  for  profit;  assisting  cooperative  efforts  for 
raising,  grading  and  marketing  farm  products. 

INDUSTRY:  Finding  and  following  up  new  business  possibili- 
ties and  listing  available  sites,  in  cooperation  with  the  State  In- 
dustrial Division;  broadcasting  information  of  available  research 
aid  and  results  of  experiments  in  wood  waste  use;  offering  facili- 
ties of  State  Industrial  Division  and  University  Research  Divi- 
sion to  towns  and  individuals. 

RECREATION:  Assisting  towns,  the  state  and  U.  S.  Forest 
Service  in  plans  to  develop  suitable  recreation  areas  in  the  reg- 
ion; surveying  and  making  known  possibilities  for  improving  fa- 
cilities to  increase  regional  income  from  commercial  recreation.
